The adult increase would 
not effect too many adults, he says, 
because most regular bus riders 
buy at the present two-tokens-fbr- 
a-quarter rate which would not 
be changed. 


At the first of the year Canfield 


Abruptly closed his Rock Falls,- 
Sterling Twin City Transit Co. say- 
ing that it was impossible from a 
financial standpoint to continue it.

IF THERE IS an increase, when 


will it come? Canfield, who passed 
up a June 3 hearing with the ICC;

senate today passed legislation 
extending- wage, price and rent 
controls through next Feb. 28. It 
includes a provision requesting 
that President Truman use the 
Taft-Hartley law in the. steel 
strike. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 


A house committee 
voted 


down 15 to 10 today a pro- 
posal that President Truman 
be empowered to seize and op- 
erate the struck steel mills. 


It was the first formal vote by 


any house group since Truman 
went before congress Tuesday and 
pleaded for this power. 


The senate previously had re- 


fused Truman by voting that he 
should use anti-strike provisions of 
the Taft-Hartley law in an effort 
to end the strike of 650,000 CIO 
Steelworkers. And today senators 
favoring seizure power for the 
president abandoned their fight 
to write it into wage-price con- 
trols legislation. They said they 
would propose;it again later in a 
separate bill. 


Amendment Defeated 


The seizure question was raised 


in the house banking committee by 
R«p. Boiling (D-Mc-KwRp. proposed 
it as an amendment to legislation 
extending the economic controls 
law. 


Boiling's amendment was a dup- 


licate of that offered in the senate 
Tuesday by Sen. Humphrey (D- 
Mirin) and rejected by that body. 


Members reported nine Demo- 


crats and one Republican support- 
ed the seizure move in the house 
committee. Five Democrats and 
10 Republicans were against it. 
One Democrat voted present and 
one Republican was absent. 


The house group is working on 


its own version of a new wage- 
price controls law to replace the 
present one which expires June 30. 


The senate battling over seizure 


power has been in connection with 
the senate's own version of con- 
trols legislation.

Abandonment of this scrap clear- 


ed the way for an early senate 
vote on the controls bill which con- 
tains a provision saying the senate 
requests that Truman use the Taft- 
Hartley law in the present steel 
crisis.

Ike Claims He Opposed Division 
Of Germany; Politicians Did It 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower said today he op- 


posed the division of Germany into separate zones at the end of the war 
and also was against isolating Berlin. 
* 


He made the statement in an. 


swer to questions put to him by 
members of the New Jersey Re- 
publican delegation. 


Eisenhower also said he did not 


participatae in either the Yalta 
or Potsdam conferences and that 
his advice was not a'ccepted on the 
decisions taken there. 


A delegate asked directly whether 


the establishment of the line of de- 
marcation between the Allied and 
Russian armies in Germany was 
Eisenhower's decision. 


Opposed Division 


"I was opposed to the division of 


Germany into separate parts," he 
said. "That was one of the piece* 
of advice that was not accepted." 


The delegate then asked who did 


establish the zones, and the isola- 
tion of Berlin as a partially Allied 
city within the Soviet zone. 


"The European Advisory Com- 


mission met in London in 1944, as 
I recall," Eisenhower said. "This 
commission took these actions. 
Later, I understood they were ap- 
proved by Yalta. 


"As soon as the armistice was 


signed, we were directed to get 
back into our own areas as rapid- 
ly as possible. We were forced to 
retreat 150 miles after the war— 
we had been attacking, as far down 
M Leipzig—and w« had to go back 


to the line picked by the politi- 
cians." 


40 Billion Cut 


Eisenhower was quoted yester- 


day as saving he favors a 40-bil- 
lion dollar tax cut over the next 
two or three years through more 
economy in government and less 
deficit spending. 


The GOP aspirant for the presi- 


dential nomination met yesterday 
with New York Republican dele- 
gates at a closed meeting and re- 
portedly outlined a two-point do- 
mestic program and 
discussed 


problems of world peace. 


On the domestic front, the gen- 


eral urged an end to deficit spend- 
ing by government and reorgan- 
ization of the government along 
lines suggested by the Hoover com- 
mission. 


Federal levies now have reached 


about 80 billions, and President 
Truman has asked for an 85-bll- 
lion-dollar budget for the fiscal 
year 1953. 


Budget View* 


If the budget is not reduced dras- 


tically, the general said, inflation- 
ary pressures ultimately could 
throttle the nation's economic life. 


Such a budget goal, he said, ties 


in with the question of Russia and 
possibilities of another world war.

Soviet 


zone government decreed

Boss Walter Ulbricht, deputy prime 
minister, directed the state secur- 
ity police to "extend generally" 
measures begun at first on the in- 
terzonal frontier to "hinder the en- 
trance of divcrslonists, spies and 
terrorists in the territory of the 
German democratic republic."

WSB Formula

WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


Wage Stabilization board (WSB) 
has started work on a new for- 
mula which may allow wage in- 
creases across the 
board 9f as 


much as four cents an hour above 
present ceilings. 


Organized labor has been plugg- 


ing hard lor a new wage formula 
to tie wages to 'increased output 
per man hour. Industry, however, 
has strenuously resisted any WSB 
policy which would allow a^utoma- 
tic wage increases to stem from 
increased productivity, or output 
per man hour. 


The WSB has appointed a com- 


mittee to study all aspects of the 
question. The committee, it was 
learned, favors one of two basic 
approaches: 


1. A formula which would tell 


employers and 
employes 
they 


could agree to a four-cent-an-hour 
annual wage increase per workers 
regardless of the cost of living.

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Dixon, Illinois, Thursday, June 12,1952 


Illinois Better Prepared for 
Polio Now Than in 1949 Wave

(AP) — State 


health officers said today .that Illi- 
nois is much better prepared this 
year to deal with polio than in th« 
1949 epidemic. 


They declined to estimate the 


number of cases expected. One 
official eaid there was no really 
sound way to judge. 


However, Health department sta- 


tistics since 1938 have shown se- 
vere outbreaks every third year. 
g 
The disease reached its peak in- 


cidence three years ago. More 
than 2,900 cases were reported. 
There were 1,700 in 1951. 


Polio usually begins to mount in 


late June, surges upward in July, 
August and sometimes September, 
and then tapers off. 


Open Hospitals 


Dr. Norman Rose, in charge of 


the department's polio control pro- 
gram, said today many more gen- 


• eral hospitals than before now will 


receive infantilo.paralysis patients, 
at least for conclusive diagnosis. 


Until recently, most hospitals re- 


fused 
admittance 
for 
fear 
of 


"cross-infection"—that is. spread 
of polio to other patients. Rose said 
this attitude has diminished in the 
face of Crowing evidence that the 
risk is very small. 


A big factor, he said, is "very 


good proof" that most persons ac- 


™quire natural immunity to polio by 


adulthood. 


Another is the work of a state 


polio planning committee com- 
posed of medical men, nurses, 
polio specialists, educators, state 
health officials, hospital adminis- 
trators and civic leaders, he told 
a reporter. 


Collect Data 


He said the committee has dis- 


-tributed sound information on the 
"disease and sought to combat hys- 


teria founded on erroneous beliefs. 


Rose said the department's lat- 


est figuies show that 63 hospitals- 
now will receive suspected polio 
patients for diagnosis. Another 36 
will go further, providing Isolation 
an-i treatment. Twelve more are 
equipped for rehabilitation work, in 
addition to the other serv.ces, and 
24 take convalescent and rehabili- 
^tation cases. 
» Thus, 135 will perform services 


of one type or another. 


"Few counties lack facilities al- 


together," he said. "Except in iso- 
lated instances, a youngster will be 
able to get hospital attention with- 
in a short distance of his home."

"However much we may question 


the taste and judgement of the per- 
sons responsible for such broad- 
casts," Ryee told newsmen, "we 
do not dispute the airing of such 
opinions under other auspices. 


"But in this case the auspices 


were the ROK (Republic of Ko- 
rea) government radio itself—used 
to carry bitterly anti-govejsnment 
criticism, obviously insujji^g. 


"I am determined that tne Ko- 


ican government station will not be 
used to tear down its own sov- 
erign state." 


He said that for the government

Ryee said it pained him "for

Paris one day last winter. General Eisenhower said to me:

He said he did this 


under "orders"ancfadded^ that he did not believe'in arguing over mat- 
ters that were water over the dam. In other words, Ike did not 
want to thresh out the question whether he was guilty of an error 
which might be the cause of World War III and fatal to countless 
Americans and Europeans who are on our side against the Russians 
today. It might be fatal to the United States. This-withdrawal was 
the error which pushed the Soviet Russian frontier far into western 
European Christendom to a line which today is 
known, in Winston Churchill's phrase, as the Iron 
Curtain. 
Actually, Ike pulled back much more 


than'a hundred miles in some place. 


The Americans had waited at the Elbe river, 


in Eastern Germany, for the Russians to appear 
from the east. The Russians took plenty of time 
and the American and British troops could have 
pushed on with their victorious elan, to take Berlin 
and Prague and the Danube valley. Instead, they 
tarried at the Elbe and then fell back to a line es- 
tablished by a hysterical fool, John G. Winant, 
Roosevelt's ambassador in London, in a meeting of Weiti»rnoi« 
a trio known as the* European advisory commission. Winant later 
killed himself, possibly in remorse. He had been told that he looked 
like Lincoln. Joe Kingsbury Smith, the European manager of the 
International News service, related that once during a conversation 
in London. Winant bawled and wept. 


On my return from Europe last spring I looked up the retreat 


from the Elbe in Eisenhower's own war memoirs and found that 
there he said he had made the decision to withdraw on his own 
initiative and responsibility. 


Some soldiers and some civilians worth quoting insist that if Eisen- 


hower had his orders then he either had to obey or resign his com- 
mand at the very hour of victory. Others insist that the least Ike 
should have done was to make a public protest so that the American 
people could know what Winant and Roosevelt and, finally Truman, 
were doing to abandon the fruits of the sacrifice of our fighting men 
and our nation at home and to jeopardize the future of the west. In 
that case, Ike would have registered a stroke of wisdom which to- 
day might commend him for the presidency. 


But Eisenhower made absolutely no protest. He did not register

Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway. 
You are authorized to have issued 
such oiders as are necessary to 
complete desired travel to such 
place as you select." 


Whereas Eisenhower, closing his 


mind lo political disasters, pulled 
back and let the Russians absorb 
a vast area of western civilization, 
MacArthur, in Papan, firmly kept 
the same enemy at a distanpe. 
MacArthur knew the Russian was 
our enemy. Eisenhower pretended 
to have no opinion, and to have 
no legitimate official concern as 
to the future attitude of the Sovi- 
ets. 
This was his stand in spite 


of the fact that he clearly knew 
that Stalin already had refused to 
exchange military information and 
had even refused until the last 
minute to let crippled American 
planes come down in Russia after 
they had bombed Berlin, the cap- 
ital of his mortal enemy.

The X-ray device was described 


today to the American Medical 
association by Robert J. Moon, Uni- 
versity of Chicago physicist. 


The rays pass through the body,

These impulses go through 
a TV viewing tube, and appear 
magnified on the screen.

Publisher of 
Detroit News 
Dies at 70 


DETROIT—(AP)— William 
E. 


Scripps, 70, president of the Eve- 
ning News Association and publish- 
er of the Detroit News died this 
morning at his Lake Orion coun- 
try estate. 


His wife, Nina, said Scripps died 


of a heart ailment brought on by 
a prolonged respiratory disease. 


Mrs. Scripps, two sons, Robert 


Warren, and William John, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Richard Spitzly, all 
of Detroit, were at his bedside 
when Scripps died. 


Had he lived 
until 
June 26, 


Scripps would ha.ve completed 56 
years of service to 
the News, 


founded by his father, the late 
James E. Scripps, in 1873. 


In addition to his newspaper ac- 


tivities, Scripps was a pioneer in 
radio broadcasting. He founded 
the News operated radio station 
WWJ in 1920. WWJ was the first 
station in the nation to carry a 
regular schedule of broadcasts. 


He became president and pub- 


lisher of the News in 1929 succeed- 
ing the late George G. Booth. 


Scripps was a 
widely known 


sportsman and recognized breeder 
of Aberdeen Angus cattle. 


He also 
founded 
the 
Scripps 


Motor Co. which later became one 
of the nation's larger marine en- 
gine manufacturers. 


His interest in aviation led to 


the establishment of the first news- 
paper aerial news coverage. Un- 
der Scripps' direction, News own- 
ed planca flew over 45.000 miles in 
the first year of the service's op- 
eration. 


Funeral arrangements were not 


immediately announced. 


First Army Probe Cleared Koje 
Generals, Secretary Pace Says 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The ini- 


tial army inquiry into the Koje 
island troubles of last month was 
disclosed today to have cleared the 
U. S. general who was captured by 
his Communist prisoners. It also 
cleared the general who set him 
free by making concessions to the 
inmates.

Monday by Secretary of the Army 
Pace. He appeared in a closed door 
meeting with a house appropria- 


tions subcommittee checking up on 
the Koje incidents. 


Pace's testimony, and that of 


Gen. J. Lawton Collins, army chief 
of staff, also made the points that 
there wasn't enough 
manpower 


available to control rioting prison- 
ers on Koje island and the army 
wasn't prepared for the outbreaks.

U.S. WASHINGTON —(AP)— The 
government and the R. Stanley 
Dollar interests today settled their 
five-year court fight over control 
of the big Dollar Steamship Line. 


Terms of the settlement provide: 
1. The controlling stock interest 


in the line claimed by both will be 
put up at public sale at any price 
above $14,000,000 cash. 


2. The winner on sealed bids will 


get the 92 per cent block of stock 
and the government and the Dollar 
interest will divide the proceeds. 


3. If the public sale fails to bring 


a bid of $14,000,000 or more, the 
stock will be divided equally be- 
ween the government and the Dol- 
ar interest. 


In any event. Secretary of Com- 


merce Sawyer said, the govern- 
ment intends to get out of the lino 
and return it to private operation. 


During court proceedings, the 92 


)cr cent block of stock was esli- 
nated to be worth 69 million dol- 
ars but Sawyer said today the net 
value of the line was about 32 
million at the end of 1951. 


The long, complicated court fight 


centered on conflicting claims by 
the government and the Dollar in- 
terests to ownership of the 92 per 
cent block. 


The stock was handed to the old 


Maritime Commission in 1938, when 
the government loaned the ship- 
ping line 41,-. million dollars for re- 
pair of ships and for working capi- 
lal, then subsidized its operation for 
a five-year period. 


After the loan had been repaid 


out of company earnings, Dollar 
demanded return of the stock, con- 
tending it had merely been pledged 
to secure the loan. 


The government refused, insist- 


ing that the stock had been sur- 
rendered to it outright, not just 
posted for security.

Martin said the Public Roads 


Administration and the army have 
approved his bill authorizing en- 
largement of the bridge. The PRA 
specified that toll charges neces- 
-sary for payment of construction 
and maintenance costs must cease 
within 30 years. 


Sen. Hickenlooper (R-Ia) has in- 


troduced an identical bill in the 
senate but there has been no com- 
mittee hearing. 


Martin said tha bridge construc- 


tion plan would have to be author- 
ized by the legislatures of Iowa 
and Illinois and he is anxious for 
congressional approval before the 
proposal is presented to the state 
legislatures. 


The Iowa legislature, he said, 


convenes for 10 days beginning 
next January and if the plan is not 
ready for approval then, it will 
have to await the next session in 
January, 1955. 


"Construction of the bridge is 


needed as soon as possible to ac- 
commodate the heavy load of traf- 
fic that moves across the Mississip- 
pi between Bettendorf and Moline," 
Martin said.

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Taft-Ike Fight May End Like'08 Elections 
Senator's Father, Teddy Split Over Issues; Wilson Won 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


<• WASHINGTON—(AP)—The scalding bitteiness 
between Taft and Eisenhower camps may boil over 
in their struggle to seat rival delegates at the Re- 
publican national convention next month. 


The contest now is focused on disputed delegates 


in Texas, Georgia, Louisiana, and Mississippi. 


If the fight becomes too fierce, it may split the 


Republicans into such hostile camps that it will 
cost the party the election. 


The senator's father. President William Howard 


''••ft, went through this experience 40 years ago in a 
*§/alry with ex-President Theodore Roosevelt. 


The struggle split the party. Roosevelt ran 


against Taft on an opposition ticket. The divided 
Republican vote let Democrat Woodrow Wilson win 
the election easily. 


Hamlpicked Taft 


When he was elected in 1904 Theodore Roose- 


velt said he wouldn't seek or accept another nomina- 
tion. When the 1908 elections came around, he hand- 
picked Taft, his friend and associate, as his succes- 
sor. 
And the Republican convention that year ac- 


fcpted Roosevelt's choice. Taft was elected. 


But not all of Roosevelt's followers liked Taft's 


four-year administration. 
They told Roosevelt so 


when he came back from an African hunting trip 
before the 1912 elections. They persuaded him to 
try for another White House term. 


He drummed up convention delegates in the 13 


states which had presidential preference primaries. 


He swamped Taft. But most states had no primaries 
and there the Republican politicians had a word to 
say for Taft. 


Faulkner's Story 


Historian Harold U. Faulkner, in his "American 


Politics and Social Histoiy," gives a pictuie of what 
followed:

blast and urged his followers to participate no longer 
in the voting." 


Roosevelt's followeis then nominated him as 


presidential candidate of their new Progressive 
party. 


Wilton Wins 


The result: The Republican party smashed wide 


open, with Roosevelt getting 88 electoral votes to 
only eight for Taft. Wilson won on the Democratic 
ticket with 435 electoral votes. 


The national committee and the credentials com- 


mittee, just as 40 yeai s ago, will be the key groups 
deciding what Taft or Eisenhower delegates this 
year can be seated and take part in nominations. 


And, as in 1912, the big fight will be over dele- 


gates from the south wheie Eisenhower people claim 
the Taftites squeezed them out.

dise from factory to home, pro- 
fess to see a new opportuntiy for

time-tested doorbell-pushing 


technique in the current swing to- 
ward a buyers' market. 


Time "was when a certain seg- 


ment of retail opinion believed the 
door-to-door salesman was on the 
,vay out—a victim of television. 


Today, however, TV is being 


used to promote direct selling. 


Is Big Btninesi 


Direct selling is big business. 


Total volume is estimated by the 
S'a'tional Association of direct sell- 
ng companies at more than 10 bil- 
lion dollars a year. According to 
the National Better Business Bur- 
eau Inc., more than 6,000 Ameri- 
can, companies are engaged in di- 
rect selling with a total sales force 
of I 
1,™ million men and women. 
The Electrolux Co., easily the 


nation's biggest manufacturer of 
vacuum cleaners employs 10,000 
door-to-door salesmen. 


Avon Products Inc., 
cosmetics 


manufacturers, had sales last year 
of more than $35,800,000. Its pro- 
ducts are distributed to American 
homes by 16,000 independent sales 


representatives, many 
of 
themO 


housewives. 


Then ther's the ubiguitous Fuller 


brush man, backbone of the huge 
sales organization of Fuller Brush 
Co. of Hartford, Conn. A host of 
other house-to-house vendors ped- 
dle everything from lingerie to 
tailored suits, razor blades to wash- 
ing machines, kitchenware to *ter- 
ling silver, seeds to fire exting- 
uishers.

rect selling people is the bad name 
given their profession by the oc- 
casional dishonest salesman, and 
the consequent enactment of local 
laws and ordinances with restrict 
direct selling.

There's Economy in Chicken 


More food for your dollar, that's 


what broilers and fryers and eggs 
give you in June. 


They top the Department of Agri- 


culture's list of foods to be particu- 
larly plentiful during June. Oranges 
are way up on the list, too. 


Here arc the other plentiful foods 


on the June list: Lettuce, canned 
and frozen orange juice, grape- 
fruit juice and 
grapefruit seg- 


ments, canned peas, early summer 
vegetables, dry beans (pea beans, 
baby limas, pintos) all dairy prod- 
ucts (milk, cheese, cottage cheese, 
butter), turkeys, fish, salad oils, 
table and cooking fats. 


Smothered chicken, as recom- 


mended by the Deleware Extension 
Service, is a delicious June item. 
Served with fluffy mashed pota- 
toes, lots of canned peas and a sal- 
ad, it's a real meal in the budget 
group. 


Smothorrd Chicken 


(Scrvrs 5 or fi) 


A young chicken, 3!& to 4's 


pounds, l to 1*3 teaspoons salt, % 
teaspoon pepper, '/i cup flour, V*%. 
cup fat, 2 cups cream or rich milk, 
and U pound sliced mushrooms, if 
desired. 


Disjoint the chicken. Mix salt, 


pepper, and flour. Rub into chick- 
en. Cook in hot fat until golden 
brown. Sprinkle any 
remaining 


flour mixture over top. Heat cream 
to boiling and pour over chicken. 
Add more cream, if necessary, to 
half cover chicken. Cover tightly 
and bake in moderate oven (350 j1 
degrees F.) until tender—I1,: to 2 
hours. 


If mushrooms are used, slice 


them, heat in cream, and add. 
Cream Gravy for Fried Chicken 
Mix 2 tablespoons of flour with 


2 tablespoons of the drippings and 
all the little brown bits in the fry- 
ing pan. Add gradually with con- 
start stirring, 1\~> cups of cooked 
milk, and cook slowly until smooth 
and thickened. Season to taste and f 
serve hot. 


Use Eggs, Grapefruit in June 


Both eggs and grapefruit juice 


are on the June plentiful list. So 
let's do something about it. 


Grapefruit Snow Pudding 


One tablespoon 'gelatin, & cup 


cold water, U cup hot water, % 
cup sugar, >4 teaspoon salt, 1 table- 
spoon lemon juice, 2 egg whites. 


Soften gelatin in cold water. Add 


hot water and stir until dissolved. 
Add sugar, salt and fruit juices 
(cut 
grapefruit sections in small 


pieces). Mix thoroughly. Cool and 
when jelly begins to thicken, beat 
until frothy and then fold in stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Turn into mold 
that has been rinsed in cold water, 
and chill. When firm, unmold and 
garnish with grapefruit and orange 
sections. Serve with custard sauce. 


Custard Sauce 


Two egg yolks, 3 tablespoons 


sugar, 'i teaspoon salt, l cup milk, 
1 teaspoon vanilla. 


Mix slightly beaten egg yolks,

Frying chickens and eggs cost a 


litlle more in most food stores this 
week. Potatoes, though much more 
plentiful, held close to the higher 
price levels reached last weekend 
after their price ceilings were sus- 
pended. 


Many fresh vegetables were low- 


er in markets receiving sharply 
increased supplies from nearby 
truck gardens. 


Frying chickens in most sections 


were up 2 to as much as 7 cents 
a pound over last weekend. Larger 
chickens—five pounds and over— 
were reported unusually plentiful 
and lower-priced this week. 


Beef, pork and lamb prices show- 


ed little overall change. 


The 1 to 2 cents a dozen advance 


in large eggs was attributed to 
warmer weather, which increases 
the difficulty of maintaining top 
egg quality and results in season- 
ably lower production. 


Potato prices soaied as much as 


50 pei- cent'in many retail mark- 
ets after the ceilings were lifted, 
and wholesale quotations were at 
29-year highs in some cities. 


Snap beans, beets, broccoli, cab- 


bage and cauliflower led the list 
of lower-priced 
vegetables 
this 


week, but asparagus, carrots and 
scallions also were down somewhal 
in most places. Best tomatoes were 
higher but there was a wide range 
of prices varying with quaHty and 
condition.

strengthened escarole, fresh corn 
and celery prices. 


Walermelon was becoming more 


plentiful and with Texas and Ari- 
zona shipments due soon, sellers 
marked off their prices. Straw- 
berries and peaches were more 
abundant but good demand kept 
prices about unchanged.

Nineteen of the small scale 
"steam shovels" were seized by 
the FBI several months ago at 
public events in Kcnnelt and Sikcs- 
ton, 
Mo. 


The ruling was handed down de- 


spite efforts of Andrew J. Allen of 
Blue Island, 111., who stepped up as 
the owner. He tried to prove they 
were strictly games of chance. 
-.Two weeks ago Allen put on a 
Xmonstration in a trial and collec- 
ted prizes in three trials.' 


Judge Hulen was impressed, but 


not favorably. In his opinion yes- 
terday he ruled that if all operators 
had the skill of Allen on the 10- 
cents-a-play machines he (Allen) 
would go broke.

Experiments 
Produce Food 
From Sewage 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 
AP Science Reporter 


BERKELEY, Calif.—(AP)—Food 


produced from sewage is a possi- 
bility for the future. 


Small amounts of high protein 


substances 
already 
have 
been 


harvested from shallow tanks into 
which had been put only sewage 
and one-celled plants called algae. 
Sunlight did all the work. 


This process, started by engi- 


neers at the University of Califor- 
nia, is rated as 15 times as pro- 
ductive as rich agricultural land 
planted to soybeans. It still is in 
the experimental. stage. 


The edible product of this experi- 


ment is algae containing a relative- 
ly large amount of protein. It is 
clean and fit for human consump- 
tion but psychological factors are 
against its being used that way. 
More likely it would serve as feed 
for livestock and poultry. 


If the process could be efficiently 


used on a large scale it could take 
the place of thousands of acres of 
land now needed to grow forage 
crops. The "land thus would be re- 
leased to produce additional food 
for humans. 


The 
University 
of 
California 


group hit upon the idea of using 
sewage in the place of chemicals 
used in other experiments. An 
added advantage is that algae 
happens to be a good substance for 
breaking down raw sewage into 
harmless and even useful com- 
pounds. So the process kills two 
birds with one stone. 


The tests have been made so far 


on a laboratory scale only. A pilot 
plant is being built to try larger 
production.
